GENERAL OBJECTIONS 

Coupons asserts each of the following general objections to each of the 
interrogatories propounded by Kananen. Each of these general objections is expressly 
asserted and incorporated by this reference into the specific response to each 
interrogatory set forth below. 

1 . Coupons has not completed the investigation of facts, witnesses, or 
documents relating to this case; has not completed discovery; has not completed analysis 
of available information; and has not completed preparation for trial. Each of the 
responses herein is based only upon such information as is available to Coupons. 

2. The responses to these interrogatories are given without prejudice to 
Coupons' right to use facts, witnesses, or documents omitted from these responses by 
oversight, inadvertence, or good faith error or mistake. 

3. Coupons reserves all objections to the admissibility at trial of any 
information or documents identified. The identification of any document, or the 
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Coupons was contemplating acquiring an overseas partner, and thus needed to raise 
money beyond the acquisition price to continue to fund the litigation. The acquisition was 
$5 million and Coupons raised an additional $2.5 million to pay for litigation expenses 
through Arbitration. 

The portion of investment capital that went to fund the litigation represents the 
sale of approximately 397,772 Series B shares, 364,077 Series C shares and 400,000 
Series D shares. Those shares represent 5.58% of the company and their sales were 
dilutive to all existing shareholders. The value of those shares based on the last round of 
investment is $7,671 million, as of first quarter of 2006. The value of those shares is 
likely to be significantly higher should a liquidation event occur, and recent investment 
negotiations support that conclusion. Subtracting the investment amounts received jfrom 
these transactions attributable to legal expenses, $6.35 million, yields a differential of 
approximately $1.3 milKon in lost value attributable to the funds raised. 

Interrogatory No. 6: 

Describe with particularity all damages, by amount and type, that COUPONS 
sought fi:om INDIAN HARBOR in the ARBITRATION.

The attorneys fees and costs Coupons incurred to defend itself in the Black 
Diamond litigation, less the POLICY'S $500,000 deductible, and subject to the 
POLICY'S 20% co-insurance, in the amount of approximately $2.0 million; 

The $1 miUion portion of the settlement with Black Diamonds, subject to the 
POLICY'S 20% co-insurance, in the amount of $800,000; 

The attorneys fees and costs Coupons incurred to enforce its rights under the 
POLICY, in the amoxmt of approximately $1 .4 million; 

The present value of the portion of Coupons' business that it sold to fund the fees, 
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costs and settlement payments listed above in the amount of approximately $1.3 million. 

Punitive damages, in an amount to be determined by the arbitrator.
